A  former 
teacher  at  Northwest  State 
College,  he  formerly  was  head 
of  the  Horace  Mann  Labora¬ 
tory  School  for  about  20  years. 
He  was  a  former  chairman  of 
the  college  education  depart¬ 
ment  and  also  a  former  chair¬ 
man  of  the  committee  on  re¬ 
commendations  on  student 
placement.  He  came  to  North¬ 
west  State  College  in  1922.  He 
went  on  diminishing  service 
March  1.  1941,  and  on  Sept.l, 
1941,  retired  from  the  commit¬ 
tee  on  student  placements.  He 
has  been  on  diminishing  ser¬ 
vice,  or  one-fourth  time,  since 
1941.  In  1951  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Phillips  moved  to  Albuquer¬ 
que,  where  Mrs.  Phillips 
teaches. 

His  widow  is  the  former  Miss 
Louise  Weller,  formerly  of 
Maitland. 

The  body  will  be  brought  to 
Missouri  for  services  at  2  p.m. 
Thursday  at  the  Atchison  Fu¬ 
neral  Home  here.  Burial  will 
be  in  the  Maitland  Cemetery.

Catering  to  the  students  who  like  to  study  with  background 
music  is  Radio  Station,  KDLX,  560,  operating  from  Colbert  Hall. 

During  the  week,  Monday  through  Thursday  from  7  a.m.  to 
12  p.m.,  the  station  presents  background  music  coupled  with 
organizational  news,  results  of  athletic  contests,  and  election 
results.  Richard  Smith,  station  manager,  has  a  classical  music 


program  op  Sunday  evenings,  10-12  p.m. 

The  broadcasting  is  done  via’’' 
carrier-current  radio  system 
which  means  the  waves  are 
transmitted  through  electrical 
wires.  This  means  that  the 
quality  of  the  actural  broad¬ 
cast  is  usually  better  than  that 
of  other  stations  because  there 
is  little  interference.
